The Governor drove through 
downtown streets packed with 
crowds on his way from the Roose- 
velt special train to Convention 
Hall. More than 7000 persons were 
erowded into the hall. Amplifiers 
carried the Governor’s voice to 
what traffic officers estimated was 
a throng of 60,000 on the streets 
outside.

“This demonstration you wit- 
nessed is a forerunner of what will 
happen in November,” said Lamb. 

“I owe much to Rochester and 
this convention hall,” remarked the 
Governor. “I was an alternate del- 
egate to this convention hall 22 
years ago and I sat way off in 
that corner,” he continued, point- 
ing toward a far section. “And 
then four years ago there was some 
long distance telephoning—way 


ized it, I was nominated for Gov- 
ernor. 
“My Old Friend, Al Smith.” 

“I know what Monroe County is 
going to do so far as I am con- 
cerned. But there is another ques- 
tion and, as my old friend, Al 
Smith, would say, ‘Let’s look at the

Cheering at the mention of 
Smith’s mame interrupted Gov. 
Roosevelt. 

The Governor said a recent news- 
paper story, reporting a speech by 
“a brave and fine young man—an 
old friend of mine,” described it in 
this way: “Col. Donovan (W. J. 
Donovan, Lehman’s Republican Op- 
ponent) ridicules the forgotten 
man.” 

“We don’t have to hide our rec- 
ord under a bushel,” declared Gov. 
Roosevelt. Then he reviewed his 
rt record, beginning in 
1911. 

“There was Al Smith, the now 
Senator Wagner, and many other 
fine young men, and among other 
things, we put through factory in- 
spection law, limited the hours of 
labor for women and children,”’ he 
said, “and what were these laws 
for? They were for the ‘forgotten 
men’ and ‘forgotten women.’ ” 

Applause swept through the hall. 

The Democratic leadership in Al-. 
bany, declared Roosevelt, “has put 
this State in the most advanced po- 
sition in regard to liberal govern- 
ment, intended to help the average 
citizen.” 

At one point the speaker, refer- 
ring to the administration of Gov. 
Whitman, a Republican, said: “I 
would like to ask what constructive 
measures were put on the statute 
books during that administration.” 

The nominee reviewed Smith’s 
term as Governor, reciting the 
park system, grade crossing elimin- 
ation, improvement of public insti- 
tutions as examples of legislation 
“for the forgotten man.” . 

“And Gov. Smith pushed a fight 
to retain the St. Lawrence water 
power site for the people,” contin- 
ued Gov. Roosevelt. “You today 
owe first to Gov. Smith thanks 
for the fact that that site is not 
Owned by private interests.” : 

Smith, the Governor _ said, 
“would have been our perennial 
Governor if we had not decided to 
run him for President and we did 
our best to elect him.” 

Cites Old Age Pension Plan. 

Enumerating events of his own 
administration, the Governor de- 
clared an old age pension law was 
advanced. 

“Who advocated it?” he asked, 
leaning out over the speaker's 
stand. “This old Bolshevik, talk- 
ing to you today.” 

“Why the Republican leaders 

said: “This fellow Roosevelt is a 
Communist,’” he continued. wae 
Col. Donovan challenges the Demo. 
cratic program he will be as badly 
beaten as was Charley .Tuttle.” 

The reference was to Charles H. 
Tuttle (Rep.), whom Roosevelt de- 
feated two years ago. When Hoo- 
ver referred to the Hoover admin- 
istration a voice from the gallery 
shouted: “When do you start on 
the bonus?” 

The Governor said the Republic- 
an leadership today was the “same 
as it was in 1907 when they gave 
away for nothing a power site to 
the Aluminum Co. of America.”

Starts in Rain on Tour to South 
and Middlewest,

The opinion by Chief Justice 
Hughes said the Congress had 
scrapped that law in its reappor- 
tionment statute of 1929. ; 

A challenge to the Tennessee re- 
districting law is pending before 
the court, but it does not directly 
involve the legality of the redis- 
tricting act in that State. 

Three States, Missouri, New 
York and Minnesota, have had their 
redistricting laws declared invalid, 
but this was because their Gover- 
nors failed to sign them. 

Ten years of argument ended on 
June 18, 1929, when President 
Hoover signed a measure reappor- 
tioning House representation on 
the basis of the 1930 census. 

It. prevented additions to an al- 
ready large House membership by 
stipulating that body should keep 
its membership at the 435 allotted 
on‘ the basis of the 1910 census. 

Objections by states which faced 
loss of House members had pre- 
vented any reapportionment after 
the 1920 census. 

The law, however, failed to re- 
peat provisions of the 1911 statute 
which said states in redistricting 
should carve out compact and con- 
tiguous districts and give each, as 
nearly as was possible, an equal 
number of inhabitants. 

The omission caused the Su- 
preme Court today to rule these 
provisions of the 1911 law dead.

MacLean out-spokenly rapped most 
of the suggested remedies for the 
over-supply, suggesting rather that 
the problem be attacked on another 
front—that of increasing the de- 
mand. Public health nursing, he 
cited, was a field which had “only 
been scratched,” while “hourly” 
nursing might be further developed 
and private duty nursing increased 
by a “more equitable” fee adjust- 
ment. 

Particularly lively were his com- 
ments on movements to elevate the 
academic standard. Remarking that 
acquaintance with such matters as 
the atomic weight of iodine too 
often was united with ignorance of 
“the mysteries of a drawsheet and 
the comfort giving adjustment of a 
pillow,” he urged that, though the 
new training had its advantages, it 
be kept in mind that “the comfort 
and care of a patient” was the 
main consideration. 

“The state nursing organizations 
have so eagerly attempted to raise 
nursing by its bootstraps to the 
dignity of an gcademic profession,” 
he commented, “that a perusal of 


}some of the examination papers of 


registration boards might lead one 
to suspect that the duty of the 
nurse had become the cure rather 
than the care of the patient.’

“Coincident with the decrease in 
use of private hospital beds,” said 
Dr. MacLean, “has been the great 
increase in the use and abuse of 
public institutions.

MacLean praised the efforts of 
medical and hospital organizations 
“to stem this tide.” 

“The ear of the electorate is 
traditionally deaf to all but direct 
economic appeals,” he remarked, 
“but it may be possible to make 
clear even toa moronic intelligence 
that a continued governmental in:

ACHIEVEMENT PRIZE 


Honored for Completing $1,- 
~ 900,000 Fund for Foun- 
dation for Blind.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Miss Hel- 
en Keller, blind worker for 
blind, received the $5000 ‘‘achieve- 
ment prize” given annually by the 
Pictorial Review magazine to a 
woman who during the year has 
made some unusual contribution to 
science, art or social welfare. 

The prize, which went last year 
to Jane Addams and in 1930 to 
Carrie Chapman Catt, was given to 
Miss Keller for completion of the 
$1,000,000 fund for the American 
Foundation for the Blind “by her 
own individual efforts.” 

Miss Keller returned this week 
from England and Scotland, where 
she spent the summer. 

“Just imagine,”’ she said, on re- 
eeiving the award, “receiving $5000 
during this depression.

Witness Testifies Omaha 
Politician Asked Him if 
He Would Murder Re- 


former Lapidus.

OMAHA, Neb., Oct, 18.—Former 


Police Sergt. Tom Crawford testi- 


fied in Federal Court ‘here today 
that Tom Dennison, 74-year-old 
political leader, had. offered \him 
$1000 to kill Harry Lapidus, promi- 
nent Omaha business man and a 
local reform leader. 

Lapidus, close friend of.Attorney-, 
General C. A. Sorensen, of Nebras- 
ka, and father-in-law of Assistant 
Attorney-General Irvin Stallmaster, 
was shot to death in his automobile 
here last December. His assailants 
have never been captured. 

“‘T’ll give you $1000 now and 
your expenses to get behind this 
Jew (Lapidus), and follow him to 


Chicago and bump him off,’ ’ Craw-| 


ford quoted Dennison as saying. 
The testimony was given while 
Crawford was on the stand in the 
Federal Court trial.of 59 residents 
of Omaha, including Dennison, on 
charges of liquor conspiracy. 

Several months before Dennison 
made the alleged offer, Crawford 
said, Dennison dictated a “scare” 
letter to Lapidus. 

Crawford, who said he was a 
former confidential secretary to 
Dennison, aserted the latter told 
him the “scare” ietter was calcu- 
lated to “stop Lapidus from inter- 
fering with the organization,” and 
“to throw the heat off Omaha if it 
becomes necessary to rub Ladipus 
out.” 

Identifying the letter, Crawford 
told how he had sene it to his sis- 
ter-in-law in Chicago to be mailed 
anonymously to Chief of Police J. 
J. Pszanowski here. The letter 
stated, he testified, that the writer 
had overheard Chicago gangsters 
say they were goin gto kill Lapidus 
because he was interfering with the 
liquor business. 

Crawford mailed the letter, he 
testified, to his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Cathernie Treynor, of Chicago, tell- 
ing her to mail it back immediate- 
ly. 

Lapidus had conferred with Na- 
tional Prohibition Director Wood- 
cock at Washington a short time 
before his death.

Three. developments marked the 
Taylorville coal mine situation to- 


day as the first month that the Illi- 
nois National Guard has been on 
duty here, was concluded. 

One company of the guard,’ ths 
machine gun troop of the 106th 
Cavalry, was scheduled to be sent 
home, the City of Taylorville au- 
thorized filing of a suit to compel 
the guard to “confine their activi- 
ties to those authorized by law,” 
and the Progressive miners of 
America, one faction of the mining 
controversy, announced that: pick- 
eting would be resumed, 

Pickcting stopped last Friday, 
after one of the Progressives was 
shot and fatally wounded by a Na- 
tional Guard Corporal at Tovey, 
nine miles w of here. All persons 
found congregating in groups have 
been urrested by the guard, trans- 
ported to the county line and told 
to keep going and stay away. 


Charges Against Guard. 

Authority to file suit against the 
guard was granted in a resolution 
passed by the Taylorville City 
Council last night. Leal W. Reese, 
City Attorney and Republican nom- 
inee for State’s Attorney, presented 
a report to the Council, which as- 
serts the National Guard has vio- 
lated most of the provisions of the 
bill of rights, and which states the 
guardsmen have no right to enter 
private yards and residences with- 
out the consent, or against the will 
of the owner or the person in pos- 
session thereof. 

The guard has done so in many 
instances. 

“If they do so,” City Attorney 
Reese reported, “the person in pos- 
session thereof has the right to 
resist their entrance by such force 
as he may deem necessary, even to 
the extent of killing such unlawful 
trespasser.” 

Reese also told the council in a 
10-page written report that, “if 
they do attempt to exceed their 
authority in any of the ways above 
enumerate, or in any other way for 
that: matter, they are subject to 
criminal prosecution and to civil 
suit for any damages that may 
arise because of their actions.” 

Reese said he was preparing an 
injunction suit which might be 
filed tomorrow. 

Representatives of the Progress- 
ives announced that a number of 
members from outside the county 
had arrived to picket at the only 
two Peabody coal Co. mines which 
are operating.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18. — The 
great privately owned utility inter- 
ests which are seeking to evade 
Federal regulation of their exploi- 
tation of the nation’s water power 
resources suffered two staggering 
blows yesterday, one from the 
United States Supreme Court, the. 
other from the reorganized Federal 
Power Commission. 

The Supreme Court refused to 


review the decision of the District 
of Columbia Court of Appeals in 
the famous Clarion River power 
ease, which held that the Federal 
Power Commission had authority 
to determine at once the “actual 
legitimate investment” in power 
companies in hydr6-electric proj- 
ects licensed under the Federal 
Waterpower Act. 

The Clarion River Co. had con- 
tended that the Power Commis- 
sion could not begin to ascertain 
the cost of a licensed project until 
after the expiration of the 60-year 
license. When the case was argued 
before Justice Jesse C. Adkins of 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court, the attorney for the power 
company had difficulty in explain- 
ing the inclusion of $144 worth of 
neckties as an “actual legitimate 
expense” in the construction of a 
power project. 

The second jolt to the private 
power interests was the decision of 
the ifederal Power Commission 
that the New River in Virginia is 
a navigable stream and that any 
power project. on it must come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Commis-« 
sion. 

The New River Co. and the Pow- 
er Commission are now in litigation 
in the Federal Courts of Virginia 
over the minor part license. The 
company’s attorney recently assert- 
ed in court that the reorganized 
commission had held that the New 
River was a non-navigable stream. 
The Commission’s resolution yes- 
terday cited this assertion as a rea- 
son for its action. This undoubted- 
ly was the occasion for the Com- 
mission’s action. Another possible 
explanation is that the Republican

SAYS VIBRATION OF BUSSES 
CRACKS PLASTER IN HOUSES 


Woman Tells Board that Residents 
Want Service But Not on 
Their Street. 


The Board of Public Service to- 
day took under advisement the ap- 
plication of the Public Service Co. 
to continue operation of a bus line 


from Jefferson avenue and Arsenal 
street to Oak Hill avenue, started 
several months ago under a tem- 
porary permit. 

The route turns south from Ar- 
senal at Gustine avenue to Utah 
place, then west to Russell place, 
south to Oleatha avenue, west to 
Oak Hill and back to Arsenal. Miss 
Cleta Smith, Republican City Com- 
mitteewoman of the -Gourteenth 
Ward, told the board that residents 
of Gustine avenue, between Arsenal 
and Utah, were anxious to have 
the service, but did not want the 
busses on their street. The vibra- 
tion, Miss Smith said, was causing 
plaster in homes on Gustine to 
crack and fall. .She suggested Rus- 
sell place as a better thoroughfare 
for the busses. 

Otto Karbe, attorney, said the 
service was necessary for the de- 
velopment of the district and 
should be continued as now oper- 
ated. About 150 persons attending 
the hearing seconded Karbe. Frank 
McHale, a resident of the Gustine 
district, presented a petition, which 
he said contained 1974 signatures, 
asking for continuation of the pres- 
ent route and schedule. 

A representative of the Public 
Service Co. reported that 1500 per- 
sons were using the service daily 
and the company was “breaking 
even” in the operation of the line. 


DEMOCRATIC REGISTRATION 
IN CALIFORNIA DOUBLED 


Still 400,000 Below That of Kepub- 
lican Although It Has In- 
creased 555,253. 
(Copyright, 1932, by the Associated Press.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The 
Democratic registration for the No- 
vember election in California is 


almost double the figure for 1928 
but remains nearly 400,000 under 
the Republican total. 

Registration figures gathered by 
the Associated Press from all but 
one of the State’s 58 counties show: 
Republican, 1,539,660; Democratic, 
1,147,414. 

These figures represent an in- 
crease Of 555,253 for the Demo- 
cratic party and 3809 for the Re- 
publicans. The State total of, 3,- 
847,655 compares with 2,318,816 
for 1928. Every county has an in- 
crease over the 1928 registration, 
that of the 1930 general State elec- 
tion and that of the May and Au- 
mo | pes primaries of this year. 

The. Republican registration in 
California includes a large pro- 
gressive vote, led by Senator Hiram 
Johnson, Johnson has announced 
he “cannot and will not” support 
Hoover. 

The total of voters declining to 
state their party. dropped from 
6/1538,959 in 1928 to 180,661 for the 
November election. In the minor 
party registrations the Socialists 
increased from 12,872 in 1928, to 
15,708, Prohibitionists dropped 
from 17,746 to 10,768 and the mis- 
cellaneous increased from 1327 to 
3649,

City expenditures, as reported by 
Comiptrolier Nolte today, show a 
decrease of $1,366,200 for the first 
six months of the fiscal year of 
1932-38, as compared, with the first 
half.of 1931-32. The expenditures 


of the Jast six’ months were $3,- 


399,370, while those of the co 
sponding period a year before 
$11,188,055. However, the city 
must set aside $415,485 for police 
pension funds in the half-year 
period, so that the actual saving is 
reduced to the first amount stated. 

The saving represents the 10 per 
cent pay cut for city officials and 
employes, placed in effect June 1, 
and reduced labor and supply costs 
in. most of the city departments. 
The Comptroller now estimates a 
deficit of less than $200,000 at the 
close of the fiscal year next April. 

Department heads are to be no- 
tified that no supplementary ap- 
propriation bill will be offered this 
year.

GARDEN DESIGNER 
WHO IS DEAD AT 79

Retired Dentist Known for Un- 
usual Garden at His Home at 
3201 Washington Ave. 


Funeral services were held yes- 
terday for Dr. George A. Bronson, 
retired dentist who made a beat- 
ty spot, visited by thousands of St. 
Louisans, in his back yard at 3201 
Washington boulevard. 

Dr. Brénson, who had recreated 
in his garden scenes he had ob- 
served all over the world, died sud- 
denly Friday of a heart attack at 
the age of 79. 

Known as “The Oasis” his back- 
yard garden was begun 24 years 
ago and added to constantly. Its 
Japanese tendencies were the work 
of one of its originators, Dr. Shiro 
Miyake, who earned his way 
through Washington University 
School of Dentistry as Dr. Bron- 
son’s houseman and later diéd in 
Tokio. 

Won National Contest, 

The plan of the mid-city garden, 
only 40 by 60 feet, was calculated 
to lure the imagination away from 
the workaday world. Thirteen 
years ago the garden won first 
prize in a national contest and Dr. 
Bronson continued to devise new 
water courses and stone and plant 
arrangements. He used apparatus 
once employed for dental casts to 
make metallic lizards and dragons 
and. frogs and alligators. 

Dr. Bronson, who was born in 
Villa Ludlow, Vt., came to 8t. 
Louis from Nebraska and built his 
big residence at Washington boule- 
vard and Compton avenue, re- 
maining there and maintaining his 
garden despite the encroachments 
of business and rooming houses in 
the once quiet residential neigh- 
borhood. 

“It's remarkable how the people 
down here respect my garden,” he 
observed during an interview sev- 
eral years ago. “My hose has been 
outside for 21 years and no one 
has ever touched it. A patient of 
mine from the West End com- 
plained one day that someone had 
broken into a shed and takén her 
garden hose. 

“"*The thieves down here are 
friends of mine,’ I told her. “They 
go out to your part of town to 
transact their business.’ ” 

Learned How to Spend. 

After displaying his garden, com- 
plete with miniature bridges, lakes, 
mountain ranges,. rare plants and 
water falls, he said: 

“T have spent much time and 
money foolishly in my life but no 
expenditure ever gave me more sat- 
isfaction than that which I spent 
for the moments of beauty and 
peace I get from this garden. I 
have lived more than three-quar- 
ters of a century. I have learned 
what is worth time and money.” 

His philanthropies, many of 
which were of a personal nature, 
included a gift of $1000 to the St. 
Louis Medical Society to aid in the 
employment of an exécutive secre- 
tary. Besides his gardening, he

This conviction is 
not limited to our country but is 
world-wide, and cetain European 
nations have made definite prog- 
ress toward legalization of special- 
ists. .Although bills have been in- 
troduced in some of our states with 
a view to legalization of specialists, 
it will be a sad commentary on the 
profession if further licensing by 
the Government bcomes neéces- 
sary. 

“There cxist within the American 
College of Surgeons the potential- 
ities for solution of this problem, 
and the time is propitious for this 
great work, which will become as 
far-reaching in beneficial effect as 
that of standardization of hopitals. 

“T would suggest, therefore, that 
from the already appointed com- 
mottee on graduate and under- 
graduate teaching of surgery and 
the specialties, the college insti- 
tute a forum for the discussion of 
graduete medical educational prob- 
lems. To this forum should be in- 
vited fellows of the colege who are 
vited fellows of the college who are 
graduatte medicine is a part of the 
curriculum. Representation should 
also be requested of the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges. 
By using the university require- 
ments leading to. the master of 
science degree as a basis, definite 
standards could be determined for 
graduate training in every clinical 
surgical specialty. This training 
should be so comprehensive that 
there should be no shadow of doubt 
that a physician so trained is able 
to qualify as a specialist in that 
branch of surgery in which he has 
majored.” : 

“Intangibles in Surgery.” 

“Intangibles in Surgery” were 
discussed by the retiring president, 
Dr. Allen. B. Kanavel of Chicago, 
who remarked, “The clever car- 
penter in-surgery, the facile adap- 
tor of diagnostic principles, and the 
self-confident therapist may attain 
an ephemeral eminence, but the 
calm following and relentless 
stream of time leaves standing only 
our Pasteurs, Listers and Hunters 
—our idealists, imbued with § self- 
sacrifice, honesty, industry, learn- 
ing and gifted with judgment and 
imagination. : 

“Mawkish sentimentalists be- 
wail the laboratory—use of ani- 
mals that has saved tens of thou- 
sands of human lives, but forget 
that the physician has been just as 
willing to use his owh body as a 
human test tube or culture media; 
that Senn transplanted to his own 
body cancer cells to disprove their 
transmissibility, that Lazean by the 
loss of his life demonstrated the 
cause of yellow fever, and that 
Ricketts ‘by @& similar sacrifice 
proved the source of typhus fever. 

“Incorruptible honesty in scien- 
tific investigation, and i nour re- 
lations to patients and the com- 
munity, must be the foundation of 
our work. The little surgeon has- 
tens to report his successful.experi- 
ences; the great surgeon is more 
coneerned with his failures. The 
great surgeon, in common with all 
scientists, loves to wrest from na- 
ture its secrets for the pure joy of 
increasing knowledge. 

“Franklin's apt rejoinder, ‘What 
is the use of a baby?’ to a critic of 
pure scientific investigation, is a 
complete answer to those who de- 
mand immediate results from such 
studies. Insulin, adrenalin, toxins 
and anti-toxins, asepsis and anti- 
sepsis, all surgical and medical pro- 
cedures, have back of them a dim 
but glorious procession of physi- 
cians and investigators who have 
devoted their lives to unraveling 
the tangle of nature. . : 

Judgment and Common Sense. 

“Judgment and common sense 
are inherent qualities, but they may 
be improved by thought and study. 
Not infrequently we see too ready 
acceptance of theoretical proced- 
ures and advertised nostrums, op- 
erations advocated without ade- 
quate analysis of the dangers and 
complications, and surgical proced- 
ures instituted without due consid- 
eration of the resistance of the pa- 
tient and the physiological result. 

“The surgeon who rushes to in- 
troduce selective free wheeling, 
dual control and the high com pres- 
sion motor into his practice is sel- 
dom the great leader of his profes- 
sion. In this day of futurists and 


cultists in medicine, as well as the 


arts, let us not forget that common 
sense is the basis of all good surg- 
ery. .. 

“Nothing vitiates judgment and 
commor sense more than the tyran- 
ny of the fixed idea. Several cen- 
turies ago Roger Bacon. said the 


causes of human error were unduc 
regard for authority, habit, preju- 


dice and the false conceit of knowl~ 


edge; and Turgot, “It is not error 
that opposes the progress of truth. 
It is indolence, obstinacy, the spirit 
of routine and everything that 
favors inactian.’ 

‘Imagination isthe quality that 
raises us» above mediocrity. The 
history of medicine is the history of 
imagination — first superstition, 
then concepts evolved from known 
facts, and finally experimental, 
laboratory and clinical verification 
of theory. Pare’s ligature, Lister's 
antisepsis, Morton’s and Long’s an- 
esthesia are but three of the thou- 
sands of milestones that mark the 
patch of dmagination that great 
physicians have trod. 

“In our intense study of the ob- 
vious and practical we should not 
neglect to emphasize that unselfish 
service, personal and professional 


honesty, the urge to seek. new 


truths, industry, broad culture, 
judgment and imagination, even 
more than technical efficiency, are 
the qualities that have given Amer- 
ican physicians an enviable’ posi- 
tion in international surgery. 

“Technical dexterity in surgery is 
but the vehicle for the translation 
of these intangible qualities into 
surgical eminence. Elusive though 
they may be, they alone lead to en- 
during fame.”’ 

The John B. Murphy Oration. 

The annual “John B. Murphy 
Oration in Surgery” was delivered 
by Sir William I. de Courcy Wheel- 
er Of Dublin, who remarked that 
the great American’s work had 
been so wide in scope that each 
suceessive speaker at these annual 
assemblies had been able. to discuss 
a .different. phase of it. He de- 
scribed the “Murphy button,” 
which simplified abdominal opera- 
tions and reduced fatalities from 
them, as “a signpost in the progress 
of surgery.” 

His own experiences served to 
emphasize his indebtedness to Mur- 
Phy, whom he met in war time, 
said the famous Irish surgeon, and 
he proceeded to a technical discus- 
sion of unusual cases. 

One was the removal of a bullet 
which had been imbedded for four 
years in the “associated area” 
the brain. Distorted hearing, dis- 
torted visual phenomena and dis- 
torted memory were restored to 
normal by the operation. 

A formal welcome was extended 
to the delegates by Dr. Evarts -A. 
Graham of Washington Univer- 
sity, chairman of the Arrange- 
ments Committee, who  smilingly 
remarked: “We hope that after 
the week of medical activities no 
one will feel that St. Louis is stil] 
a frontier town _in the medical 
sense, despite its location on the 
western side of the Father of Wat- 
ers, 

“St. Louis was one of the first 
cities of the country to develop 
modern university medical educa- 
tion, and the standard and meth- 
ods established here have served as 
models to many of the more recent 
extensive educational developments 
in other parts of this country and 
to some extent in other countries.”

PLANS NEW TRIPS 


May Make Tour of Atlantic 
Seaboard and Mills Says 

Californians Want Him 
to Visit Them.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Pres- 
ident Hoover is working on his 
next campdign speech which he 
will’make in Detroit next Saturday 
evening, considering the while just 
where to make rear platform ap- 
pearances on the trip. His decision 
to speak in Detroit was announce! 
at the White House yesterday, aft- 
er his return from Cleveland, where 
he discussed employment and the 
wage earner. The subject of the 
Detroit address has not been dis- 
closed 

The President today planned 
tentatively an itinerary for his 
trip to Detroit that would allow 
him to make appearances .at 
Charleston, W. Va., and Columbus 
and Toledo, O. An alternate plan 
was still before the chief execu- 
tive, however, that would . earry 
him to Parkersburg, W. Va., in- 
stead of Charleston. Whichever 
route he follows, however, stops 
wili be made at Columbus and To- 
lédo. It was indicated at the White 
House that the President was lean- 
ing toward the route that would 
carry him through Charleston, 

The President will return to the 
White House immediately after his 
Detroit address. Then Republican 
leaders here look for aie swing 
along thé Atlantic seaboard and a 
New York or New Jersey Speech. 

Next in order is the possibility 
of a trip to California. Mr. Hoover 
still is considering requests that he 
go to his Palo Alto home just  be- 
fore election day. Only yesterday 
Secretary of the Treasury Millis re- 
turned from a transcontinental po- 
litical trip to say that Californians 
“want” Mr. Hoover there. 

Mills told the President there 
was a “swing” toward him that 
would mean re-election. ‘He liste 
California, Oregon, Wyoming, 
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Utah, Kansas and Michigan as 
states “safe’’ for Hoover and pre- 


dicted a close fight in Washington.

BRITAIN ABROGATES TRADE . 
TREATY WITH SOVIET RUSSIA 


Acts as Result of Tariff Agreement 
Reached at Recent Ottawa 
Parley.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—J. H, Thom- 
as, Secretary for Dominions, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
today that Great Britain had abro- 
gated its commercial treaty with 
Soviet Russia. 

Under Article 21 of the tariff 
agreement reached at the recent 
Ottawa imperial conference, he 
said, renunciation of the tempo- 
rary commercial agreement’ with 
Russia was made necessary. 

This agreement was signed in 
April, 1930. It gave Russia the 
privileges of most-favored-nation 
treatment and therefore, Thomas 
explained, it stands in the way of 
trade prohibitions which might be 
necessitated by the obligations un- 
dertaken at Ottawa. 

In notifying the Russian Charge 
d@’Affaires here that Great Britain 
is serving six months’ notice of ab- 
rogation in accordance with the 
pact, the Soviet authorities. were 
informed that Great Britain was 
still anxious to increase its trade 
with Russia and was ready to enter 
discussions. _

UBERAL LEADER 
IN CANADA FIGHTS 
NEW TARIFF PACT 


Former Premier King De- 
nounces Agreement With 
Great Britain as ‘Protec- 
tion Gone Mad.’

OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 18. — The 
Canadian Liberal party has opened 
a campaign against the tariff 


preference agreements negotiated 
by Great Britain and Canada at 
the recent imperial trade confer- 
ence and has hinted that a gen- 
eral election might be demanded 
to carry the issue to the people. 

The agreements were attacked in 
the House of Commons last night 
in a speech by former. Premier 
Mackenzie -King, Liberal leader, 
who assailed them as “protection 
gone mad’’ and as more likely to 
injure imperial trade than to help 
it. 

He proposed an amendment that 
would ‘have the effect of rejecting 
the ‘treaty.

So it is not surprise that greets the spectacle of the 
Democratic party of Missouri letting the political boss 
of Kansas City name its candidate for Governor. 
There is nothing new about it. It is only another 
ugly chapter in the most disheartening of all the sto 
ries of history. The public reaction to what happened 
at Jefferson City yesterday cannot be anything but 
disappointment and indignation. Here were 62 com- 
mitteemen from every part of the State. They had 
an inviting field from which to select a new head for 
the party ticket, including men with no boss affilia- 
tions. They had more than that. They had an op- 
portunity to carry the State in a bad Republican year 
by a great majority. They were strong enough to tell 
Boss Pendergast that the Democratic party will not 
risk its chance of success this year by surrendering to 
Had they possessed the courage to do so, they 
could have told the boss who the candidate would be 
and bid him do his worst. 

Instead of taking that heroic and high-minded 
stand, the committee surrendered. It played dead. 
It rolied over. By the time the meeting began, the 
surrender had become so abject. that only the candi- 
date of the boss was placed in nomination. All oppo- 
sition had fied the scene. The explanation is sim- 
ple. The 18 Democratic candidates for Congress run- 
ning at large this year do not want the Pendergast 
machine against them in Kansas City. .They want 
those 100,000 votes.

The rout was complete. The Democratic party had 
beard its master’s voice, and it did his bidding. Never 
was the power of the boss more absolute. 
There were timid souls on the committee who had 
their misgivings about what might happen in the 
November election if the party so delivered itself into 
the hands of the boss.

A legal setback for the State Insurance Depart- 


i ment, in its fire insurance refund fight, was suffered 
when Federal Judge Reeves of Kansas City held that 
| “the State Superintendent of Insurance has no right 


to collect the refunds for policy holders,” This means, 
if the ruling is not overruled, that to the insurance 
companies themselves is left the responsibility for 
making the refunds, and that policy holders who do 
not receive them must file separate suits. 

It will be recalled that the refunds are due under 
the 10 per cent reduction order of 1922. That order 
was fought through all the courts by the insurance 
companies which, in the meantime, pocketed the full 
premium. When the courts finally held in favor of 
the State, the insurance companies attempted to in- 


lieve them of paying about $8,000,000 in refunds. Gov. 
Caulfield refused, and the fnsurance companies were 
then without recourse. 

Some seven years had, elapsed, and the insurance 
companies held about $15,000,000 which belonged to 
the policy holders. It was up to them to return the 
money, but they were required to make no accounting 
either to the Insurance Department or the courts. In 
December, 1930, the companies volunteered they had 
refunded $3,000,000, and this was followed in Sep- 
tember, 1931, with an unverified report that they 


lacking definite information, the Insurance Depart- 
ment estimates that, in the end, about $3,000,000 wil! 
be retained by the companies, representing claims not 
paid through failure of policy holders to file claima, 
or to file them properly, or inability to locate policy 
holders to whom refunds are due. . 

Judge Reeves’ order, balking the State as it does, 
again emphasises the unpleasant aftermath of a case 
which, though won by the State, seems destined to 
become a partial victory for the insurance companies. 
If the Insurance Department's estimate is correct, 
the. companies will hold a large sum of money which 
is not theirs. We believe that, if this money cannot 
be returned to the individuals who own it, it should 
revert to the State.

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FLORIDA’S PRISON KILLING. 

Of the two Florida prison camp guards accused of 
first-degree murder in the death of a prisoner, ote 
was convicted of manslaughter and the othér was 
freed. Despite the lenient treatment given to these 
men, the trial served to call attention to inhuman 
prison practices that still prevail, not only in Florida, 
but in many other states, according to the Wicker- 
sham Commission and other investigators. Thé cém- 
mission in a report last yéar stated that harsh dis- 
ciplinary methods had been a prolific cause of prison 
riots in all parts of the country. It cited stich meas- 
ures as semi-starvation, isolation in dark cells, use of 
the lash, shackling men to doors, turning streams of 
water on them, use of the straitjacket, etc. More fe- 
cently, barbarities in Georgia prison camps have béen 
disclosed by John L. Spivak in his book, “Georgia 
Nigger.” Photographs and official records in this book 
show that Georgia still uses the stocks, a modifica- 
tion of the ancient-rack, iron collars and spikes. The 
writer says that Georgia is “fairly representative of 
the whole black belt.” 

Arthur Maillefert died of strangulation while 
chained by the neck in a barrel inclosed in a sweat- 
box, allegedly after being starved and beaten by 
guards, The sweatbox still is legal in Florida, which 
may have influenced the jury’s decision. That such 
a barbarous instrument is recognized by law will be 

a shameful reproach to Florida until the humanitari- 
ans of that State awake and force action to make its 
use illegal.

“after-effect” on the ground that an ef- 
fect must perforce be “after”; he ob- 
jects to “wearing apparel” because, says 
he, “apparel” means clothing; and fin- 
ally, he gets around to “eyesight,” which 
he finds objectionable because seeing is 
done with the eyes. 

Of course, it may have been a dull day 
in the sanctum of the Detroit News. If 
so, the editorial writer might well have 
employed his time pondering the phil- 
osophic nature of cause and effect or 
even consulted a dictionary. 

My dictionary does not say “apparel’’ 
means nothing but clothing; in fact, the 
word, akin to apparatus, may mean two 
.or three other things. My dictionary 
does not restrict seeing to the eye, even 
though secondary meanings derive from 
the eye by analogy. It may interest the 
critic who thinks “ear-hearing” and 
“nose-smelling’’ manifestly absurd that 
a lot of hearing and a lot of smelling 
are actually done through the mouth. 
“After-effect,” too, has a iegitimate use.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18 .—That half 
million dollar baseball trade, ru- 
mored up Boston way, had drawn 
a string of denials from every in- 
terested party today and left the 
seven players, said to be involved, 


report was published. 

The rumor, as printed in a Bos- 
ton evening paper, said the deal, 
still in the making, involved four 


National League clubs-the Chi- 
cago Cubs, Boston Braves, Cincin- 
nati Reds and New York Giants. 

Figuring in the impending four- 
cornered swap, the paper said, were 
Hazen Cuyler, Pat Malone and 
Gabby Hartnett of the Cubs, Frank 
Hogan and Freddy Lindstrom of 
the Giants, Wally Berger of the 
Braves and Floyd (Babe) Herman 
of the Reds.

All four clubs wasted no time 
getting into print with denials that 
any such involved trade was in the 
making. All said they were in the 
market for players to strengthen 
weak spots, as they always are, but 
added they knew nothing of any 
spectacular four-cornered player 
exchange. 

Charles F. Adams, vice-president 
of the Braves, said his club was 
seeking to strengthen its roster and 
that President Emil Fuchs and 
Manager Bill McKechnie . were 
scouting around for new material.

Carloadings Touch — 
New High for Third 
Consecutive Week 


_ WASHINGTON, October 15.— 
Freight carloadings for the week 
ended October 8 struck a new high 
level for the current year, with a 
total of 625,636 cars, according to 
figures issued today by the Amer- 
ican Railway Association. It was 
the third consecutive week in which 
freight carloadings reached a new 
high for the year. 


The week's total, the association 
reported, was 3561 cars above the 
previous record high for the year 
set in the preceding seven-day pe- 
riod. It was, however, 138,182 cars 
below the total for the same week 
last year. 

Miscellaneous Freight Up. 

Loadings of miscellaneous freight, 
the association stated, increased by 
3053 cars from the preceding week 
to total 224,427 cars in the seven 
days ending October 8 


An increase of 3509 cars in coal 
loadings occurred during the week, 
the report showed, bringing the to- 
tal for the week to 132,947 cars. 

Live. stock loading totaled 22,554 
cars during the week ending on 
October 8, showing an increase of 
409 cars above the previous week. 

Grain and grain products loading 
amounted to 36,013 cars, decreasing 
by 3504 cars frem the level set in 
the previous week. 


Ore Leading Gains. 


Ore loading totaled 6645 cars, for 
an increase of 597 cars above the 
preceding week. Coke loadings also 
increased, the total for the week 


being 359 cars above the preceding . 


week. 


COLLECTIONS BETTER— 


The October survey of the Nation- 
al Association of Credit Men re- 
ports a decided upturn in collec- 
tions and sales throughout the 
country. Previous months, said the 
survey, witnessed a slowly rising 
curve to indicate improvement, but 
in the current month the turn up- 
ward is sharp and decisive. 


3.6 PCT. EMPLOYMENT 
GAIN IN SEPTEMBER 


WASHINGTON, October .15.—The 
Labor Department today reported a 
gain of 3.6 per cent in employment 
and an increase of 2.6 in pay rolls 
during September, on the basis of 
figures from 54,851 reporting estab- 
lishments. 


In manufacturing, employment 
was up 4.5 per cent from the August 
figure and pay rolls increased 5 per 
cent. These figures were based an 
reports from establishments with 
2,620,867 employes, whose combined 
earnings in one week were $44,626,- 
055. Of fourteen industrial groups 
reporting, the department _ said, 
twelve showed increases for the 
month. 


Textiles had the most pronounced 
gains, amounting to 14.1 per cent in 
employment and 23.4 per cent in pay 
rolls. 

Exclusive of the manufacturing 
classification, canning, anthracite 
mining and retail trade were lead- 
ing in gains. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio.—The maga- 
zine Steel today said steel produc- 
tion advanced to 19% per cent, up 
half a point, last week. 


NEW YORK—The New York Cot- 
ton Exchange reported American 
exports last week totaled 208,000 
bales, compared with 174,000 the 
same week last year. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.—Addition of 
almost 2000 workers to industrial 
payrolls in Nashville between July 
15 and September 15 was reported 
by Business Review. monthly pub- 
lication of the Nashville Chamber 
of Commerce. 


The Review, published Saturday, 
showed conditions as of September 
15. It said 1917 workers had been 
added in industrial concerns since 
July 15, and 17 of 47 manufacturers 
interviewed asserted that they would 
take on more employes later. 


JOPLIN, Mo., Actober 15.—Sales 
of zinc, amounting to 3220 tons, this 
week was the largest on record 
since April and exceeded the week's 
production approximately 1800 tons.

Much of this was based upon the 
work done by Prof. H. L. Cohn of 
Breslau, who more than 50° years 
ago statistically showed a relation- 
ship between the prevalence and 
degree of nearsightedness and the 
length of time spent in schools.
